Mistrial Talk By Arnold; Juft 

The announcement of Judge Roan’s ruling was a tignal for 
a murraer of applause and a stamping of feet about the room. Jj',£ 
Reuben Arnold was on his feet instantly. 

“Suoh a demonstration might easily cause a mjitrial, ’' he 
cried. t»

■ alleged conduct proved one of the exciting incidents of the morn¬ 
ing session. The argument was still in progress when oourt ad¬ 
journed for the noon recess. That and Conley’s sensational declar¬ 
ation that Frank had hid the murder victim’s silver-plated mosh 
bag, for which the deteotivea have been searching for months, in Jj* 
the safe in the factory office Immediately after the orime were the 
features of tho day.

Early Ruling la Promised.

number of States indicating that it.is a well defined privilege that 
testimony may be strioken out at the instance of the defense even 
after the cross-examination has. taken place. Judge Roan said 
that he would make his ruling early in tho afternoon session. 
Colonel Arnold grew faint during the argument and got the 
judge’s ooasent to talk sitting.
